EGGS FOR EASTER 

The custom of .dyeing eggs in rainbow ‘hues for Easter is so 
old that. it is impossible to say when. it first started. I. find evidence 
that the exchange of colored eggs, during a spring festival goes 
back to pagan times, and this custom was later adopted by the 
Christians, who made it a prominent feature of the observance of 
the holiday which has become our Easter.

While the egg is a partticulg a feature of Easter Sunday, eggs 
have a very real food valwe and fo 
benefit on every day of’ the year. 

I recommend eggs as a healthful form of protein and consider 

them a valuable addition to the-diet. The egg yolk is rich in fat 
and, in addition to bl iea vitamins. A, B and .D, also supplies a 
substance which is of value in nourishing ‘the nerves.: Eggs are also 
an excellent source of iron. The food iron. in the egg is especially 
prepared by Natuie to meet the needs of the growing chick and 
retains its full.value when the egg-is used for eating purposes. It 
is not surprising that eggs are a ood post building food, as from the 
elements in the egg the baby chick is able to build up a cofnplete 
organism, emerging from the shell healthy and lively. 
_ The egg has earned for itself an indispensable place on the break- 
fast menu, and there are literally millions: of people’ whg. consider 
breakfast intomplete without eggs: -average person will find he 
is able to use either one of two eggs daily, and the best average for 
the week is probably about 10 or.12 eggs.: A very large amount of 
the white of egg may used: if the yolk is eliminated, as this 
yellow part of the egg contains - amount of gulphur and fat, 
which will cause digestive disturbances: in excéss. 

I find that’ eges are more easily digested when cooked slightly 
soft and are harder to digest whe ae iff their raw state or: when 
cooked hard enough to become lea The practice of frying eggs 
in deep fat or large. amounts. of. roo ‘Feally detracts from the 
wholesorzeness of -this excellent food.. 4 

- Those who -wish to- get. the greatest benefit are- “advised to pre- 
pare their eggs by coddling, poaching, scrambl ing or by making 
omelets. Eggs can be prepared in such a variety of ways that there 
is no need to serve them time after time cooked in the same way. |
